BETRAYED BY A GIRL 


$1,000 Offer for Affidavit Coup- 
ling Names of Frank Gould 
and Bessie De Voe.

MAN AND WOMAN ARRESTED 


Another Woman, Who Is Ili, Also Un- 
der Surveiilance—One of the Pris- 
oners a Private Detective. 


There was an interesting development 
yesterday in the divorce suit brought by 
Mrs. Helen K. Gould against her husband, 
Frank J. Gould, in which, for the first 
time, the name of Bessie Van Doran, a 
young chorus girl whose stage name is 
Bessie De Voe, was brought into the case. 
On information laid before Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Nathaniel Smyth by a 
young millinef’s apprentice named Mabel 
B. McCauslan, Detective Harry 8. 
Mousley of the Mousiey & Hart Detective 
Agency, at 95 Liberty Street, and a Mra. 
Fleming, were arrested and locked up 
in Police Headquarters, charged with an 
attempt to suborn perjury. 

A watch was set over the rooms of a 
third woman also, who !s too ill to be 
arrested now, but who is said to be im- 
plicated in the plot. Her name and ad- 
dress were withheld. 

According to the story told by Miss Mc- 
Causlan to Mr. Smyth, on the strength of 
which the arrests were made, the wo- 
man, under surveillance, together with 
Detective Mousley, had offered her from 
$600 to $1,000 if she would sign and swear 
to a false affidavit, declaring that she 
had seen Frank Gould leave and enter the 
apartments of Bessie De Voe in the Glen- 
more apartment house on March 8, 1908, 
at about 11 o'clock in the morning, under 
circumstances that would seriously com- 
promise Mr, Gould, while she was look- 
ing through the keyhole of the door of a 
room opposite. 

Urged to Make Her Story Strong. 


The young woman told Mr. Smyth that 
the woman, who is ill] and whose name 
will not. be given until she has been ar- 
rested, was the person who had first ap- 
proached her with regard to the affiJja- 
vit, and had said: 

“The stronger you meke your story 
the larger will be Mrs. Gould's alimony.” 

She said that this had been hinted at, 
too, by the detective, whom she knew by 
the name of Stanley, and that she took it 
to mean that the stronger she made her 
evidence the nearer the $1,000 would be 
her pay. 

She sald she had known the woman who 
is ill for some time before anything about 
the. matter-of the -affidavit was said. 
After the first suggestion she had been 
introduced to a Mrs. Fleming, she said, 
whom she described as a large, ordinary- 
looking woman,.and then later to Mousley, 
who passed by the name of Stanley. Her 
understanding, she said, was that she 
should make the false affidavit first, and 
that then the other women should make 
affidavits, not in regard to the same in- 
cident, but purporting to tell of other 
meetings khetween Mr. Gould and Miss 
De Voe. 

On hearing this, Mr. Smyth told the 
young woman that he must have more 
tangible evidence, whereupon she said: 
“I was to go this afternoon to certain 
rooms to sign my affidavit.”’ 

“Go and do it,” he told her; 
come back here.”’ 

The young woman immediately went to 
the apartment house where the woman 
who is ill lives, and found Mousley, or 
Stanley, as she called him, and Mrs, Flem- 
ing both there. The affidavit was already 
drawn up waiting for the young woman, 
who signed it, but was careful not to 
swear to it. ‘Then, leaving the others 
there, she hurried back to the Criminal 
Court Building and told Mr. Smyth what 
had occurred. 

“Are they still there, do you think?” 
he asked. 


“IT think #0,” she said, “ As Stanley was 
writing when I left.’’ 

Three warrants were immediately sworn 
out, and Lieut. Peter Beery and Detective 
Edward Raynes, both of the District At- 
torney’s staff, were sent to make the ar- 
rests. Miss McCauslan went with the 
detectives to identify the suspects. 

In an hour Raynes returned with Mous- 
ley, Mrs. Fleming, and Miss McCauslan. 
The two prisoners were questioned for two 
hours in the District Attorney's office 
and Mr. Smyth said that what they told 
him bore out Miss McCauslan’s story. 


Affidavits Found on Mousley. 


Mousley was searched and in his pock- 
ets were found, besides Miss MceCauslan’s 
affidavit, another affidavit, evidently in- 
tended for Mrs. Fleming to sign, which 
corroborated the purport of Miss McCaus- 
lan’s—that Frank Gould had been seen in 
compromising situations with Miss De 
Voe. There was also found, attached to 
Miss McCauslan’s affidavit, a jurat made 
out and signed by Harry B. Mousley, as 
Commissioner of Deeds, which verified 
Miss McCausian’s affidavit. 

Mousief’s only explanation, Mr. Smyth 
said, was that he had come into the af- 
fair innocently, and had met the two 
women, who pretended to have the knowl- 
edge he was looking for, and that so far 
as he knew the affidavits were absolute- 
ly true. He said that as to the jurat, he 
was justified in signing it, believing, as 
he did, in the truth of the affidavits and 
being a Commissioner of Deeds. 

Mr. Smyth examined the pair at length, 
referring from time to time to Miss Met 
Causian, who was in a room opposite. 
He weene no reason, he said, to make 
him doubt anything she had told him. 
She said afterward to him that she had 
known nothing in her earlier acquaintance 
with the woman who is ill to make her 
ae her of anything dishonorable. 

‘When the suggestion was made to her 
she had spoken to a young man, a friend 
of hers. his friend was at first incred- 
ulovs, and advised her to lead them on 
and _see if there was really anything in 
it. Finally, when all the plans were ar- 
ranged, her friend toid her to let the 
matter rest for the present, and he would 
see a lawyer about it. He went to Cor- 
nelius J. Sullivan of the firm of Nicoll 
Anabell & Lindsay, who are the counsel 
of the Gould family. Mr. Sullivan advised 
that the young woman should go to the 
District Attorney, and himself had sev- 
eral telephone and verbal conversations 
with Mr. Smyth, before she actually did 
so. He was at the District Attorney’s 
office when the arrests were made. 


Watch Over Woman Who Is Ill. 


Miss McCauslan, according to the plan, 
was to have received $100 or so on ac- 
count when she signed the affidavit, but 
as she was then unwilling to swear to it, 
this sum was not paid, and she was told 


she could swear to the paper later. 
As soon as Mr. \Smyth was convinced 
Miss McCauslan wAs allowed jbo go. She

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EMPEROR MAY CHALLENGE. 


German Ruler May Try to Lift Amer 
ica’s Cup with New Boat. 


KIEL, July 20.—The German Emperor. 
at various times in the last eighteen 
months has talked over with yachts- 
men the feasibility of challenging for the 
America’s Cup. The Emperor has men 
tioned the subject to visiting American 
yachtsmen and to members of his suite, 
and he would regard the winning of the 
cup, if a competition could be arranged, 
as a great feat of yachtsmanship and as 
likely to stimulate German enthusiasm in 
the sport and indirectly advance national 
pride in things related to the sea, 

The Emperor recently commissioned 
Max Wertz of Hamburg to design a large 
racing schooner to replace the American- 
built Meteor, now six years old. Herr 
Wertz is considered the best yacht de- 
signer in Germany. Some of his sonder- 
klasse boats beat those of the Eastern 
Yacht Club in 1907, and his Germania, 
which has about the same measurements 
as the Meteor, and which is owned by 
Lieut. Krupp von Bohlen and Halbach, 
did well during the last races at Kiel, 
The Germania, in the opinion of some 
critics, is capable of beating the Meteor 
when her crew has been trained. On two 
occasions in June the Germania in a race 
with the Meteor took a good lead at the 
start, and then dropped behind, this being 
due it is thought to lack of skill in hand- 
ling. 

If the Emperor's new yacht comes up 


to expectations next June, it is not un- |: 


likely that the Emperor will send to the 
New York Yacht Club a challenge for the 
America’s Cup. This, however, depends 
almost entirely upon the performances of 
the new boat. 


The Kiel dispatch conveying the inti- 
mation that the German Emperor was 
contemplating challenging for the Amer- 
ica’s Cup was read with interest by mem- 
bers of the New York Yacht Club. While 
many gf the more prominent members of 
the club who are active in yachting are 
out of the city, and-no official statement 
was to be had, the suggestion of a chal- 
lenge from the German Empcror was re- 
ceived with the greatest satisfaction. 

An international yacht race with a Ger- 
man yacht at Sandy Hook and the Ger- 
man Emperor the challenger would «ark 
an interesting period in yachting. Until 
a definite challenge is received members 
of the club said nothing could be dis- 
cussed relative to conditions for a con- 
test. The New York Yacht Club has 
steadfastly insisted that all contests for 
the America’s Cup should be sailed under 
the old rule which permits the construc- 
tion of racing machines of the Reliance

RESCUE BY YOUNG WOMAN. 


Miss Elizabeth McCabe Pulle Man from 
Sound and Resuscitates Him.

GREENWICH, Conn., July 20.—By 
dashing into a canoe and paddling rapidly 
for a distance of more than 200 .yards, 
Miss Elizabeth McCabe of East Orange, a 
sister of Ernest McCabe of the Pringeton 
Athletic Club, to-night saved the Ife of 
Christian Neillson, who was drowning in 
the Sound off the shore of E. C. Bene- 
dict’s place at Indian Harbor. 

Neillson, who is unable to swim, was 
walking on a shelving ledge, when he fell 
off into the water, which was beyond his 
depth. John Peterson, who was bathing 
with him, and who was also unable to 
swim, stood on the shore ahd lustily 
called for help, finally attracting the at- 
tention of guests at the Held House, fur- 
ther up the harbor. 

Miss McCabe is a guest at the hotel, and 
she was the first to think of a rescue, On 
the shore was her canvas canoe, which she 
put in the water, and, getting into it pad- 
dled out to the drowning man. Just as he 
had gone down for the last time, Miss Mc- 
Cabe’s canoe arrived, and she grasped him 
by the hair, holding him until Jesse Eck- 
man and Thomas Flynn came to her as- 
sistance in a rowboat. The three got 
Neillson, who weighs over 200 pounds, 
ashore. 

Guests at the Held House and employes 
of Mr. Benedict began the work of re- 
suscitation, which at first seemed of no 
avail. With rarest presence of mind Miss 
McCabe paddled back to the hotel, got a 
medicine case with whisky and a hyp@ 
dermic syringe, and ran back to the shore. 
Then, after ifjecting the contents of the 
needle into the man’s arm, Miss McCabe 
directed the work of resuséitation. After 
twenty minutes. just before Dr. William 
Burke arrived, Neillson began to return to 
life. Misa McCabe returned to the Held 
House, where all the guestS crowded 
around and insisted upon making much 
of her heroic act, in spite of her vehe- 
ment protests that she had done nothing 
wonderful,

_8T. PETERSBURG, July 20.—The 
German Protos car, leading the New 
York to Paris racers, arrived in this 
city at 7:45 o’clock this evening, and 
received a tremendous ovation. The 
coming of the car had been expected to- 
night, but at not so early an hour. It 
was calculated that it would not arrive 
here much before midnight. 

Lieut. Koeppen, whose plucky fight 
has been responsible for the splendid 
showing the car has made, left Moscow 
at noon on Sunday, and ran 260 miles 
before stopping for the night at Vishni 
Volotschok, but was so eager to get on 
to St. Petersburg that he set out again 
at 8 o'clock this morning, and pushed 
his car as much as possible during the 
day. He covered the 300 miles to this 
city in seventeen hours, including sev- 
eral stops on the road. 

By arriving first at St. Petersburg 
the Germans not only won the $1,000 
prize offered by the Imperial Automo- 
btle Club of Russia to the car reaching 
the capital first. from Vladivostok, but 
assured themgelves of a good start in 
the race to the French capital. 

The definite position of the American 
Thomas car to-night is not known, but 
Lieut. Koeppen reports that his infor- 
mation of its whereabouts indicated 
that it was last night at Nijni Novgo- 
rod, with more than two days to run to 
reach the position attained by the Ger- 
mans at the same moment. It is a run 
of more than a day from Nijni Novgo- 
rod to Moscow, and more than half a 
day to Vishni Volotschok, 

The Germans are enthusiastic over 
the showing of their car and confident 
of leading the way into Paris, 


The report of the American car at Nijn! 
Novgorod, which reaches Lieut. Koeppen, 
is not confirmed direct from the Thomas 
car as yet. To touch Nijni Novgorod the 
car would have to turn far south of its 
last reported position at Viatka and run 
several hundred miles without advancing 
toward St. Petersburg. Nijni Novgorad 
is situated on the Voiga River, 277 miles 
east of Moscow. After reaching Moscow, 
the car would still have 535 miles to run 
to St. Petersburg. The Protos at Vishni 
Volotschok on Sunday had traversed half 
the distance between Moscow and St. 
Petersburg, and if Lieut. Koeppen’s 
information ts correct, was a trifle 
more than SOO miles ahead of the 
Thomas. If the report is true, the 
Thomas is at least in motion again 
and ought to be able to reach St. Peters- 
burg by to-morrow evening. Whether 
the German leads the way into Paris or 
not, the American car would still win 
the race, provided it arrived within thir. 
ty days of the Germans, on account of the 
time allowed for the lead gained by the 
Thomas in America and sacrificed by the 
useless trip to Alaska and on account of 
the distance which the German car tray-

The arrival of Alfred Gwynne Vander- | 
bilt’s horses yesterday on the Atlantic |

during the sale of his coach horses at| 
Tattersalls, London, His loss in the |

Early this Spring Alfred Vanderbilt no- | 
tified the managers of the International | 
iiorse Show Association that he would not | 
exhibit this year, but would run a coach | 
from London to Brighton and return, @ 
distance of fifty-two miles. He, however, | 
accepted the post of judge at the| 
Olyinpia show and assixted in making the | 
awards in the carriage horse classes. | 

Before leaving America Mr. Vanderbilt | 
bought sixty American trotting-bred | 
coach horses and shipped them with his} 
team of famous grays to England. Early | 
in May he-put his coach Venture into| 
commission, and began his daily runs, | 
leaving London one day and Brighton the, 
next. The novelty of being driven by an 
American millionaire appealed to the Eng- | 
lish people, and with the exception of | 
rainy days his coach was crowded, the 
patronage coming mainly from the riddle | 
class. After six weeks on the road, | 
during which time he broke in the horses, | 
he withdrew to fill his duties as judge at | 
the great Olympia show, and announced | 
the sale of his horses by auction at pact 
tersalis, London. 

On the appointed day a big crowd of | 
curiously inclined was on hand at Tat-)| 
tersall, but in the meantime the Eng- | 
lish ‘‘ Gyps,”’ or cheap horsemen, formed | 
a clique and circulated the rumor that | 
Mr, Vanderblit had reserved the best of | 
his horses to take back to America, and | 
would offer only those for which he had 
no use. The report found credence, and | 
as a result the British show horse own- | 
ers failed to appear. The ‘“‘Gyps’’ had 
the bidding practically to themselves. 

The sale wag conducted in the inner] 
ring at Tattersalls, and the fifty-six} 
horses sola at an average of about $250 | 
a head. Richard P. McGrann of Penn-| 
sylvania, who exhibited his horses at the| 
Olympia show, secured a team of four) 
spanking chestnuts at a reasaqnable fig- | 
ure, but the Englishmen bought the re- 
mainder of the consignment. 

On the day following the Vanderbilt | 
sale, whieh.-was--practically private, the} 
English horsemen put up the horses they | 
secured from Mr. “Vanderbilt fot sale in 
the outside or public ring, and realized | 
big prices on them. In one case, where} 
they had secured a horse for $260, they | 
resold it for $620, while In another, where | 
a splendid bay was knocked down to une| 
of the clique for $250, it was later pur- | 
chased by a prominent English horse| 
show exhibitor for over $600. There were 
several cases of this kind, and the fifty | 
horses secured by the English dealers at | 
an average of $200 a head were resold for | 
nearly $500 a head, giving a clear profit 
of about $15,000 for the Britishers. 

Charles H. Wilson, manager of the Van- 
derbilt stables, who brought the twenty- 
six horses back on the Minnehaha, was 
very bitter over his English experiences, 
and said: 

The British dealers played a clever trick on 
us when we sold the horses, but the same thing 
will not happen next year when Mr. V&nder- 
bilt sells his next lot. I made the mistake of not 
putting the horses in the outside or general | 
ring, but I thought Mr. Vanderbilt would get 
a better price in the private ring, They beat 
us out of about $15,000 by their clever trick, | 
but it will be a lesson to us. The report they 
circulated that Mr. Vanderbilt would reserve 
the best of the horses for his own use was en- 
tirely without foundation, as every horse used 
in the London-Brighton coach was put under 
the hammer. 

The experiment was a big success, and Mr. 
Vanderbilt will repeat it next year. The coach 
was crowded every day it was fine, and the 
British sporting public liberally patronized it, 
especially when they realized it was not a); 
money-making venture. 

Manager Wilson brought back twenty- 
six horses, iIncluding Mr. Vdnderbilt’'s 
famous team of grays, which he will use 
in the four-in-hand race at the Long 
Branch Horse Show next week. In addi- 
tion, the list included a team of four 
ponies, which swept everything in their 
Class at the Olympia show. he latter 
are considered the finest team of four 
onies ever put together in harness in 
Bngiand. The horses and ponies left yes- 
terday afternoon for Seabright, N. J., 
where they will be conditioned for the 
Long Branch show. 

Richard P. McGrann's horses were also 
on the Minnehaha. They included the 
famous carriage pair Newsboy and Shop- 
girl, which r. McGrann purchased at 
Mrs. Gerken’s sale for exhibition at the 
London international show. The pair 
won almost every ribbon, both in singles 
and doubles, in classes under fifteen 
hands. Before leaving England, Walter 
Winans of Brighton, formerly of Balti- 
more, offered Mr. McGrann $10,000 for 
Newsboy and Shopgirl. The offer was 
refused. 

During the show Mr. McGrann's horses 
won six firsts, six seconds, and a num- 
ber of third and fourth ribbons. Mr. Mc- 
Grann added several good horses to his 
string while in England, the most prom- 
inent being Busy Surprise, a hackney chest- 
nut mare which was a big prize winner 
at the London she, and a stylish-actin 
bay gelding pony, Young Londoner, 13.3, 
both of which will be exhibited at the 
Long Branch show with Mr. McGrann’s 
string. 

Mr. McGrann sold to Walter Winans 
the heavy harness pair Fleurette and 
Babette, which he bought from Lehman 
Strauss of this city before leaving Eng- 
land. The pair was exhibited at the 
London show. The price paid was $5,000. 

Frank Palmer, manager of the McGrann 
stable, also brought back the prize-win- 
ning trotting pair Miss Barahan and Miss 
Westcott, owned by W. J. Butterfield, and 
which captured several blue ribbons at 
the Olympia. The latter, with the Mc- 
Grann horses, were taken to the Amer- 
ican Horse Exchange, and will be ship- 
ed to Long Branch the latter part of 
he week.

BERLIN, July 20.—William Bayard 
Hale of Tua New YorRK TIMES was cor- 
dially received by the Kaiser aboard 
the imperial yacht Hohenzollern at 
Bergen, Norway, last night.

SEARCH IN JERSEY FOR HIM 


Wounded Girl Vows He Is Innocent and 
That Shots Were Fired 
from Ambush. 


The police of Hastings, N. Y., arrested 
@ man late last evening who is thought 
to be Augustus Eberhard, who is sus- 
pected of the murder of Mrs, Ottilie Eber- 
hard, his aunt, in Bergen County, N. J. 

The prisoner cannot clearly or connect- 
edly account for himself. When taxed 
with being Eberhard he said his name 
was Herman Eberhard Zimmermann. He 
admitted being a grocery clerk. He first 
said his home was at 583 149th Street, 
New York, but later said it was Eightieth 
Street and Park Avenue, where he said 
he lived with a family named Munroe. 

He could not account for his presence 
in the vicinity except that he was just 
wandering about. In many respects the 
captive seems to answer the description of 
Eberhard. He had a roll of bills in his 
possession, just how much has not been 
given out. 

The prisoner was turned over to Poor- 
master James Burns and taken to Dobbs 
Ferry, where he was locked up. When 
arrested, the man seemed greatly fright- 
ened. He was arrested at Uniontown, a 
village near Hastings. It is the terminus 
of the Warburton Avenue trolley cars 
from Yonkers. These cars connect with 
lines of New York cars. 

The Bergen County police are searching 
the marshes, woodlands, and all the little 
villages for twenty miles around Hack- 
ensack in an effort to find Eberhard.

‘FIGHT OVER CAR LINE: 


POLICE RESERVES OUT 


Third Avenue Co. Men Prevent 
City Railway Gang from Rip- 
ping Out Feed Wire. 


59TH STREET THE ISSUE 


Raid Said to be Attempt to Cripple 
Crosstown Line and Restore 
Horse Car System. 


What was alleged to be an attempt 
to cripple the service of the Fifty- 
ninth Street Crosstown Line and 
drive that line back to the use of horse 
cars was made last night, when fifty men, 
| employes of the New York City Railway 
| Company, tried to rip out the feed wire 
of the crosstown line between Sixty-sixth 
and Fifty-ninth Streets. 

The feed wire between those streets 
runs along Third Avenue in the same slot 
as the Third Avenue road’s service wires, 
‘and the New York City Railway’s men 
endeavored to “‘ pinch” the wire through 
| the manholes along Third Avenue between 
} those streets. 
| In charge of the gang of fifty was E. L. 
Brockway, an engineer of the New York 
City Railway Company, and he made,his 
first attempt at Sixty-first Street. 

It was impossible to remove a live feed 

wire, but, as the two lines have a work- 
| ing agreement still in force, the New York 
| City Railroad had notified the sub-station 
|} of the Third Avenue line, at Sixty-sixth 
| Street and Second Avenue, to 





repairs. This was done, and then the 
work of taking it out by the manholes 
was begun. The cutting out of the wire 
did not stop the crosstown line, as the 
New York City Railway Company fed it 
power through another sub-station. 
When the word to cut out the cable 
} reached the office of Supt. Cahill, at 
Sixty-sixth Street and Third Avenue, men 
were sent out along the section to find 
| out what repairs were being made.. One 
| of the men reached Sixty-first Street and 
| discovered the attempt to “pinch” the 
wire. He ran back to the power station 
fs shouted for help. In a few minutes 


men began to gather for the attack. 

Down at Sixty-first Street the rival 
gang was working to remove the wire, 
when the Third Avenue men came up on 
arun. Instantly there was a clash. Three 
men were hurt. One was pushed down a 
; manhole, another was struck by a shaft 
of the wheel holding the wire in the con- 
! quit, and another wa3 struck in the jaw. 
Foiled in their first attempt, Brockway 
took his men down to Fiftry-ninth Street, 
and there they succeeded in getting up a 
manhole lid, but as they were about to 
affix a ‘‘ pincher ” to the feed wire Capt. 
| Raynor of the Bast Sixty-seventh Street 
‘Station appeared with twenty men of the 
reserves rs a that sation. . 

Brockway offered to the Police Captain 
a paper purporting to be an agreement 
between the receivers of the Third Ave- 
nue line and the receivers of the New 
York City Railway Company, with regard 
to the tearing up of the feed wire, but 
the Captain, acting on the complaint of 
Cahill, the Third Avenue foreman, re- 
fused to recognize the paper and declared 
that he would look on any further attempt 
to “raise the cable’”’ as an attempt to 
steal property belonging to the Third 
Avenue line. 

As a side incident to the main fight, a 
repair wagon, driven by John McCullagh 
of 432 Wesc Forty-ninth Street, who said 
he was an employe of the New York City 
Railway Company, stopped on the wrong 
side of the street in Third Avenue, be- 
tween Fifty-ninth and Sixtieth Streets, 
and blocked the cars, thus giving the men 
ot Brockway’s gang a chance to do their 
work. 

Patrolman Coch of the East Sixty-sev- 
enth Street Station arrested the driver, 
McCullagh, but he was later released upon 
the representation of Chief Inspector Par- 
ker of the New York City Railway Com- 
pany, who said that McCullagh was simp- 
ly obeying his orders. 

Furthermore, the Captain declared that 
any one making any further attempt to 
touch the feed wire would be arrested, 
and the New York City 
pany’s men, acting under the orders of 
their foreman, Brockway, retired from 
the scene. 

Not trusting anything to the apparent 
retreat of their Seponeets, the Third Ave- 
nue foreman stationed a guard at each 
of the manholes Third Avenue be- 
tween Sixty-six and Fifty-ninth Streets 
with orders to stay there till relieved. 

Enormous crowds gathered all along 
Third Avenue between the two streets 
and watched the battles of the two rival 
companies. 

Gen. Manager BE. A. Maher of the Third 
Avenue line, who lives at 7 Mount Morris 
Park West, said that he knew of the 
trouble, but refused to have anything to 
say about It. 

According to a prominent official con- 
nected with the New York City Railway 
Company, who was seen early this morn- 
ing after the trouble, the Third Avenue 
foreman and employes became unduly 
exited over a matter, which he says, does 
not concern them or thefr company at all. 

The cable, ne said, which tne New York 
City Railway men were trying to raise, is 
the property of the company, and _ their 
object was simply to take the cable out 
so that it might be transferred to the 
feed service of the Fifty-third Street line, 
across which street the Columbus Avenue 
and the Sixth and Amsterdam Avenue 
cars will run, when Judge Lacombe’s re- 
cent decision affecting the leases of the 
Central Park, North & East River Rail- 
road, which operates the Fifty-ninth 
Street Railway service system, becomes 
effective.

HOT SPRINGS, Va., July 20.—Judge 
Taft made his first formal speech since 


his nomination this morning, when he de- | 


livered an address at the opening of the 
new Bath County Court House at Ger- 
mantown. Though Mr. Taft was careful 
to avoid all political topics, he made a 
strong plea for the responsibilities of citi- 
genship, and urged the unceasing watch- 
fulness of citizens over the Government 
and their participation in the privilege» 
of citizenship as the only sure proteoton 
against Governmental wrongdoing. Mrs. 
Taft occupied a prominent seat in the 
courtroom during the speech, while 
young Charles Taft sat directly in front 
ef the speaker's platform at one of the 
tables reserved for the press. 

Though Bath County is nominally Dem- 
ecratic, the Republicans, as is the case 
in many mountainous ‘regions in the 
South, miss a majority by only a narrow 
margin. Both parties are represented on 
the County Board of Supervisors, and of- 
ficers of both parties took part in the 
welcome that was accorded the Repub- 
lican candidate, The audience, too, was 
about equally divided, though when it 
came to cheering the man whom Super- 
visor J. A. Rivercomb introduced as the 
“‘next President of the United States,” 
the applause was general and enthusi- 
astic. 

Fight Over Appropriation. 


The only sign of friction between the 
two parties grew in reality out of a local 
fight over appropriating the $60,000 which 
the new building cost. This led to an 
amusing incident related before the meet- 
ing by Judge George R. Anderson, a 
Democrat, presiding over this judicial cir- 
cult. Supervisor J. H. McClintic, who as 
a Republican had been active in getting 
Mr. Taft to speak, wrote to Judge Ander- 
son, who had been active in getting the 
Court House appropriation, asking him 
for permission to use the courtroom “ for 
the next President.”’ 

“TI wrote him,” said the Democratic 
Judge, laughing, ‘‘ that he could use the 
courtroom.” 

Mr. and Mrs. Taft drove the five miles 
between Hot Springs and Germantown in 
a@ mountain buckboard after an early 
breakfast at Homestead Inn. Nearly every 
guest at the Inn and the other hotels 
around ‘‘The Hot” turned out. The 
country people, too, for miles around 
came in their covered wagons or on 


horseback, and on the turnpike to the 
county seat was a long line of moving ve- 
hicles. 

The courtroom was packed when the 
candidate’s party arrived. As they en- 
tered by the Judge's door everybody rose 
rhouting and clapping their hands, while 
a bevy of girls summering at Warm 
Sprirgs wuved their ‘‘Merry Widow” 
hats wildly at the bowing candidate. 


Cutting Down Acceptance Speech. 

It had been arranged for Mr. Taft to 
be photographed at The Warm, surround- 
ed by the Virginia girls, but the pressure 
of work entailed in preparing his speech 
of acceptance forced him to drive back 
to-his quarters after the ceremonies.

National Committee Chairman Talks 
with Each State Representative Sep- 
arately, Considering Many Details.

COLORADO SPRINGS, Col., July -20.—

The Westerners took most kindly to 
Mr. Hitchcock's idea of a conference, and, 
with very few exceptions, all the men 
whom he had invited to meet him here 
were on hand this morning at the time 
set for the first session. Three or four | 
were delayed by late trains, put put in an 
apearance later in the day, so that when 
the conference actually began business 
soon after 2 o'clock évery Btate but Ne- 


vada was represented, and the Nevada 

men were on thelr way here, one of them | 
arriving this evening just as the first ses- 

sion adjourned. It is practically the open- 

ing of the Republican campaign through- 

out the West. 

Hitchcock has evolved an idea new to 
all the Republican campaigners of these 
States, even the old war horses, several 
of whom were about the Antlers Hotel, 
where the conference was held during the 
day. Instead of having seventeen sep- 
arate campaigns in as many States, 
Hitchcock plans to have one big cam- 
paign covering the whole territory wert 
ot the Missouri, with seventeen sub-di- 
visions. 


Aims at General Success, 


He is aiming at a Republican success 
which shall include not only the National 
ticket, but will also help along the dif- 
ferent State battles by the energy with 
which his particular battle is waged.

In politics he first came. into particular 
notice with William R. Hearst, running 
for President of the Board of Aldermen 
when Hearst ran for the Mayoralty on 
the Municipal Ownership League ticket. 
He afterward pulled away from Hearst 
saying that he would henceforth give all 
that was best in him to the Socialist

Frank 8. Hastings, Rear Commodore of 
the Seawanhaka Yacht Club of Oyster 
Bay, was decorated yesterday with the 
Order of St. Stanislaus, presented to him 
by Baron Schlippenbach, Consul General 
at New York, on behalf of the Russian 
Emperor. The presentation of the decora- 
tion took place on the Helenita, flagship 
of the Seawanhaka Yacht Club, belonging 
to Commodore Frank J. Gould. 

Mr. Hastings received the honor in rec- 
ognition of his services as President of 
the Russian Symphony. Society of New 
York. In pinning the red and white 
ribbon and Russian cross on Commodore 
Hastings the Consul General said: 

“It is a great honor and pleasure to ma, 
comparatively a newcomer, that the first 
duty as the representative of our Govern- 
ment in this city should be an expressién 
of the good-will of Russia toward a citi- 
zen of this great Republic. 

“ Glinka, Tchaikowski, Ransky-Korsa- 
koff, and many others are familiar 
names, and their great works of art have 
produced in those who have heard them 
a better feeling for Russia and its people. 
A nation which has given to the world 
such composers cannot be so very bar- 
barous as we are depicted, and those who 
heard the Russian folk songs must invol- 
untarily have sympathy toward a nation 
which sings guch harmonious melodies, 

“ Your task, as President of the Russian 


Symphony Society, is a difficult one, but 
not ungrateful; with harmony you cement 
the friendship of our nations and create 
mutual sympathy, which is needed in the 
peaceful intercourse of all nations.” 

The Baron suggested the singing of 
the American anthem, and while the forty 
men on the after deck of the Helenita 
raised their glasses on high the band 
played “‘ The Star-Spankled Banner.” 

e decoration was then pinned on Mr. 
Hastings by the Baron. In response Mr. 
Hastings gave a description of the rise of 
Russian music, and concluded his remarks 
by asking for the Russian National air. 
It was sung by every one on board with 
raised glasses. 

Rear Commodore BE. C. Benedict was 
then introduced. He said his musical ed- 
ucation was ve limited. 

“I got $4 worth when I was eight years 
old,”’ said he; “ besides this my experl- 
ence was limited to sellin programmes 
at the second concert of Jenny Lind at 
Castle Garden, where I afterward stole 
a seat. The beauty of the music con- 
doned the offense. I would like to join 
with any one in erecting a monument to 
Stephen Foster, who wrote ‘My Old 
Kentucky Home, and other men whose 
songs are t pical of America.” 

Mrs. Charles R. Flint, after congratu- 
lating Commodore Gould upon his having 
arranged for the decoration of Commodore 
Hastings, on the flagship Helenita, said: 

“The Commodore is now in receipt of 
two great decorations, the first having 
come from the greatest statesman of my 
day, who made him executor of his will, 
Grover Cleveland; the second from the 
Emperor of Russia.’’ 

Baron Schlippenbach then proposed a 
toast to President Roosevelt, which was 
answered by Commodore Benedict with a 
toast to the Czar.

SAVES A PARROT’S LIFE. 


“ Dr.” Burns of the Park Bird Hospital 
Earns Marjorie Williams’s Gratitude. 


Marjorie Williams, the 14-year-old 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. John Townsend 
Williams, 7 East Sixty-seventh Street, was 
probably the happiest girl in New York 
yesterday, when an employe in Central 
Park restored her pet parrot to her after 
saving its life. 

Donald Burns, guardian of the bird- 
house in Central Park. was visited by the 
Williams's butler a few days ago and re- 
quested to call and see if he could do any- 
thing for Miss Marjorie’s sick parrot. 

“We tried all the doctors,”’ explained 
Marjorie to Mr. Burns at the house, “‘ and 
they told us Polly must die, and that it 
would be better to chloroform him. I 
wouldn't think of that. A friend told me 
that you know more practical things about 
birds than any one else, so I sent for 
you.” 

The varrot had a room for himself in 
the house, fitted up with all the modern 
improvements for a well-trained and well- 
educated bird. Burns found that the par- 
rot was starving to death because of an 
ulceration of the throat. He took the 
bird to his bird hospital in the Park, and 
by treating it with medicine of his own 
preparation, improved its condition at 
once, 

Miss Marjorie made daily visits to the 
bird hospital, and yesterday morning her 
pet had so far recovered as to be able to 
greet her by name. With her pet Mar- 
jorie went in the afternoon with her 
parents to their Summer home at Elm- 
wood, near Stamford, Conn., which was 
opened ten days later than usual this 
season, because Marjorie refused to leave 
the city until her parrot recovered. 


UPPER BROADWAY TO BLOOM. 


Gardeners Begin Work of Reviving 
Park Strip Above 59th Street. 


Men whose bustness it is to make “ The 
City Beautiful’ set to work yesterday_to 
beautify upper Broadway. The old park 
strip between the driveways along Broad- 
way, from Fifty-ninth Street to 130th 
Street, has been in a sad condition. The 
grass has been growing only in patches, 
with a few shrubs to lend a parkiike air 


to the strip. What shrubs there are have 
wilted under the hot sun of the iast few 
weeks, and residents of upper Broadway 
say the park strip resembles a desert 
more than anything else. 

Some time ago a resolution was intro- 
duced in the Board of Aldermen by Al- 
derman Schloss, appropriating a sum of 
money for beautifying this park strip.

The competitors from 
the United States are deploring the con- 
tinual absence of sunshine, under which 
they can do their best work.

Leuls. His greatest distance to-day was 
10 feet 11 inches. Tsiglitiris, the Greek 
jumper, won second in this event, with 
10 feet 7% inches, one-quarter of an inch 
better than Martin J. Sheridan, Irish- 
J. A. Biller, 
Brooklyn Central .Young Men’s Christian 
Association; Platt Adams, New York Ath- 
letic Club, and F. L. Holmes of Chicago, 
and the English champion Bleader were 
only a fraction of an inch behind Sheri- 
dan. 

George N. Mehnert, National Turn 
Verein, (American,) took the final in the 
bantam wrestling, while George W. Gaid- 
zik, Chicago Athletic Association, won’ his 
heat in the high divin competition.

BANKER WALKER’S PREDICAMENT. 

The rascal in ‘‘The Vicar of Wake- 
field,” when finally brought to an ac- 
counting, confessed to Dr. Primrose 
that, although a clever man, he had 
succeeded in making only a bare livell- 
hood by his rascality, whereas the man 
whose confidence he had abused under 
various guises always issued from the 
unequal contest of wits with the better 
material prospects. In the plight of 
WituiamM F. WALKER, the absconder 
who disappeared a year and a half ago 
leaving a shortage of $541,882 at the 
New Britain Savings Bank, the plun- 
dered depositors will be able to make 
comparisons, omitting moral considera- 
tions, not unfavorable to themselves. 
Under arrest since last December and 
extradited from Mexico, WALKER will 
sojourn yet awhile in jail before Con- 
necticut justice shall dispose of him. 
Before he escaped to Mexico, he says, 
he was robbed of what he had {Il 
gotten while passing through this city, 
and, when captured in a miserable 
cabin in the Mexican hinterland, he 
had but one cent over a dollar in his 
possession. 

A similar example of the retribution 
that comes to the transgressor was in 
the execution of CHARLES H. ROGERS, 
who murdered while he robbed, and 
whose letter from his hiding place 
in Los Angeles to his brother Grorcz 
in Middletown, this State, by error 
reached a different Grorar RoeGers, to 
be by him turned over to the police. 

The occupation of a thief, as some 
one has figured out, including its long 
periods of enforced, and nominally 
penitential, inaction, nets him for his 
enterprise and disproportionate risks 
about three dollars a week—less than 
union wages. Banker WaLKER sees 
now, of course, that he would have 
done better to stick to his honest call- 
ing. 


IS IT THE HAND OF HITCHCOCK ? 

One of the portentous features of the 
present Presidential campaign—there is 
one going on, though the newspapers 
seem to have a monopoly of interest in 
it—is the existence of a “ National 
Negro American Political League,” 
which, we suspect, might with some 
propriety be called the National league 
of negro American politicians. It has 
a President, the Rev. Dr. JoHn MILTON 
WALDRON, whose headquarters, we un- 
derstand, are in Washington, and a 
Corresponding Secretary, WILLIAM Mon- 
ROE TROTTER, Who is also the editor of 
The Guardian, the organ of the League, 
and hails from Boston, 

According to the latter gentleman, the 
“ slogan’”’ of colored voters in this cam- 
paign will be, and should be, “‘ Remem- 
ber Brownsville,” which, he predicts, 
“will usher in the second emancipation, 
that of political independence.” Ac- 
cording to ths former, the President of 
the League, to wit, fully 75 per cent. 
of the negro vote in all parts of the 
country will go to Mr. Brran, who has 
been assured of that fact by telegraph, 
the mails being too slow for so press- 


ing @ message. According to another 
reverend politician of, the colored race, 
this time a Bishop, Mr. Bryan is not 
insensitive to the value of negro sup- 
port, and has not only expressed his 
| condemnation of the President in the 
| Brownsville matter, but has promised 
to appoint negroes to office. Naturally 
Mr. BRYAN has denied any such prom- 
ise, and refuses to be “ dragged” into 
the discussion of the negro issue, which 
‘is not on the official list prepared by 
himself for publication at Denver. 

The manifesto of the Corresponding 
Secretary of the multinomial negro 
| league, and the flattering vaticination 
of the President thereof, have been ‘s- 


sued since this denial, not in ignorance 
of it, but deliberately ignoring it, with 
the effect, probably foreseen and de- 
sired, of placing Mr. BrYan in a posi- 
tion of some embarrassment. For the 
Southern papers are taking the matter 
very seriously, and the trouble of mind 
they manifest is not likely to be allayed 
by the outgivings of these busy and 
vociferous workers in the alleged cause 
of their race. The Baltimore Sun, 
which has been trying in vain to get a 
definite statement from Mr. BRYAN, 
reads a solemn warning to the Demo- 
cratic candidate to the effect that 
silence on this “issue” will not be ac- 
ceptable to the South: 

If Mr. BRYAN takes a position on the 
race question antagonistic to the in- 
terests of the South, or if he fails to 
make it clear that he does not occupy 
any such position, it will apparently 
be upon the gsssumption that in any 
event the Southern Electoral vote is 
safe and it is not necessary for him to 
consider it, but is free to look for sup- 
port elsewhere. It is not certain that 
this position is safe. There is a race 
question in the border States and in 
some of the Northern States. And the 
colored vote will be worse than use- 


less if two white votes are lost for 
every colored vote gained. 


The same paper reports that the

sentiment of the Southern press is 
becoming warm, not to say intense, as 
to this matter, and it cites the follow- 
ing warning from The Charleston News 
and Courier: | 


In this matter it behooves the Demo- 
cratic candidate at least to be cau- 
tious. If he permit suspicion to enter 
the minds of Southerners that his at- 
titude is not squarely against recogni- 
tion of the negro as an important fac- 
tor in American political affairs, he 
will induce an indifference among 
Southern Democrats that would im- 
peril the chances of Democratic suc- 
cess in Tennessee, Georgia, and North 
Carolina, 


Mr. BrYAN ts told in plain terms that 
he ‘‘ must make his position clear, that 
he cannot evade the issue.” Now this 
creates a situation for Mr. BRYAN s0 
likely to be agreeable to the campaign 
manager of his opponent that the sus- 
picion is natural that the ingenious Mr. 
Hitcucock has had a part in bringing 
it about. For it is entirely true that 
considerable and conspicuous support 
for Mr. Bryan from the negroes, unre- 
jected by him, would tend to alienate 
a very large portion of the votes with- 
out which he does not stand even the 
shadow of a chance for election. And 
this would be as true in the North as 
in the South. Association with the ne- 
gro, no matter how remote, is extreme- 


ly repellent to large classes of those} 


who might support Mr. Bryan. The 
Negro Political League, with its pomp- 
ous title and its loquacious officers, is 
well adapted to produce the impres- 
sion of such association. The loud, re- 
sounding voice is that of WALDRON 
or TrotTrerR; the hand may well be 
that of HITCHCOCK.

MR. '(GOMPERS’S CONTEMPTS. 


One of labor’s most insistent de- 
mands—if- Mr. Gompprs is _ labor's 
spokesman—is that contempt cases 
shal] be judged by another Judge than 
the one whose court is offended, and 
that contempt cases shall be tried be- 
fore a jury. Yet on Saturday Mr. 
GomPERS got a decision in his behalf 
which was all that even he could ask 
for. It will be remembered that, with 
other Federation officers, he was ar- 
rested while in attendance upon the 
Democratic Convention at Denver, in a 
suit for damages through a labor boy- 
cott. The summonses in the suit were 
followed by subpoenas to testify before 
trial, but the defendants left Denver 
without testifying. Upon an applica- 
tion to punish their contempt of the 
subpoena the prompt decision by Dis- 
trict Judge ALLEN was that they were 
within their rights, as they could not 
be compelled to testify against them- 
selves. 

This case {illustrates that the con- 
tempt which arJudge punishes is con- 
tempt of court, not personal contempt, 
and that punishment, although accord- 
ing to judicial] discretion, is also ac- 
cording to precedents limiting and de- 
fining both the contempt and the pun- 
ishment for it. The personal element 
is as small as is practicable under hu- 
man administrations, and where the 
laws are not,broken nobody, not even 
labor, has anything to fear. What Mr. 
Gomprrs is seeking in the alleged in- 
terest of labor is not asked for by any 
other class of the community, nor even 
by the entire laboring class. Why 
should it be asked by anybody, since 
nobody is in danger of injunction 
against doing any lawful thing? 

The contempt for which Mr. Gomprrs 
was yesterday summoned to answer on 
Sept. 8, im violating an anti-boycott 
order, illustrates that what Mr. Gom- 
PERS really wants is exemption from 
laws generally approved. When his 
case is good he needs nothing what- 
ever. The badness of his case, not the 
badness of the law, is his real griev- 
ance, and the remedy for it is pecul- 
farly within his control. Mr. Gomprrs 
damages the true cause of labor when 
he contends for freedom from such in- 
junctions as broke the strike and riots 
under the personal instigation of Dress, 
for which he went to jail, and received 
his reward in his nomination for the 
Presidency of the United States in the 
present campaign. No laborer whose 
employment is hindered by the injunc- 
tions issued by trades unions, and no 
merchant whose trade is threatened by 
the Federation’s boycotts will suppoft 
any candidate of any party upon a 
plank to legalize such attacks upon the 
common good. There is nothing meri- 
torious or even political in the idea. 
Even Derss does not put it forward as 
strenuously as Gomprers. And yet the 
point which is too clear for demon- 
strating in the case of Dress is the same 
in the case of Gomprnrs, or perhaps is 
worse, through the sophistry which 
Gomprrs employs instead of Dxss's 
frank use of the club and torch.

before they were demolished, and found said 
bollers were fitted for the use of hard coal 
only. It will thus be seen that the first 
paragraph quoted from Mr, HALLOCK’S letter 

is as absurdly erroneous in its statements 

as is most of the matter that has been pub- 

lished in connection with the point at issue. 

In closing may I add that if the exercise 
of authority were the only thing needed to 
stop the emission of bituminous coal smoke 
I imagine none would be visible anywhere. 
Unhappily, however, @ good many other 
things are needed in this connection, and | 
some of these we hope to get at the United 
States Post Office Building, New York. 

ALFRED BROOKS FRY. 

Was Tue Times inaccurate, then, when 
in its issue of July 11, it reported Mr. |

We save $20,000 a year by burning the 
soft coal.

that the smoke contains in large propor- 
tion the poisonous gas, carbon monox- 
ide. Until confuted by equally good au- 
thority the statement of The Lancet must 
be accepted that the fumes of an ounce} 
of tobacco in cigarettes contain from one | 
pint to 4 pints of this gas, while the one 
weight of tobacco smoked in a pipe gives 
forth two and a quarter to five pints. Of 
the toxicity of carbon monoxide no doubt 
exists. It is the chief constituent of 
illuminating gas, and is decidedly harmful 
in quantities far short of that needed to 
produce asphyxiation, Air with so small 
an admixture as fifteen-one hundredths 
of 1 per cent. of the gas makes a “ dis- 
tinctly dangerous ’”’ inhalent, and the pro- 
portion alleged to be found in tobacco 
smoke would easily account for the dizzi- 
ness, shortness of breath, and palpitations 
experienced by excessive smokers. 

If it be demonstrated that carbon mon- 
oxide should be feared by smokers, it 
ought to become profitable for the cigar 
manufacturers to make brands and devise 
methods that will produce the gas in 
minimum quantity, while taking advan- 
tage of the mellower qualities of tobacco.

~ THE CABINET 


An Extra-Legal Body, to Which Vice 
President Is Eligible. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In an editorial in to-day’s Times entitled 
“The Vice President’ the statement is made 
that ‘Mr. Bryan’s proposal to make the Vicw 
President a member of the Cabinet ex officio 
ig not justified by the Constitution * * *” 
While perfectly true of the Vice President, 
the same may be said of any member of the 
Cabinet, for the Constitution makes no specific 
mention of the Cabinet as such. Indeed, there 
is only one clause referring generally to the 
heads of departments who constitute the Presi- 
dent's Cabinet. Article II., Section 2, provides 
that the President “* may require the opinion, | 
in writing, of the principal officer in each of 
the executive departments, upon any subject 
relating to the duties of their respective of- 
fices.'’ So far from this provision authorizing 
the formation of a Cabinet, President Jefferson 
thought ‘tho course of requiring the separate 
opinion in writing of each head of a depart- 
ment ig most strictly tin the spirit of the Con- 
Stitution, for the other does, in fact, transfer 
the Executive into a directory.’’ (4 Jefferson's 
Correspondence, 143, 144.) So if Mr. Bryan fol- 
lows the advice of the alleged hero of modern- 
day Democracy he will not only refrain from 
inviting Mr. Kern into the Cabinet, but do 
away with Cabinet meetings altogether. How- 
ever, Mr. Jefferson did not follow it himself, 
but inaugurated the system of Cabinet meet- 
ings, which has continued to the present day, 
although—to quote Mr. Justice Story;-‘‘ there 
is no law requiring this, and each President 
will determine *his own course. The Cabinet, 
as a body of councilors, has no necessary 
place in our constitutional system; the Presi- 
dent, and not the Cabinet, is responsible for 
all the measures of the Administration, and 
whatever is done by the head of a department 
is, in contemplation of law, done by the Presi- 
dent through the proper executive agent." 
(2 Story on the Constitution, 4th ed, P. 314, 
note.) 

There is aslo a statement in the editorial to 
the effect that a new law would be necessary 
before Mr. Kern could take a seat in the Cab- 
inet. That seems an error, for Congress has 
never by law provided that the head of any 
executive department shall have a seat in the 
Cabinet. For example, in the act of Feb. 14, 
1908, (82 St. at Large 825,) creating the 
Department of Commerce and Labor, the only 
general provision as to the Secretary, aside 
from his method of appointment and salary, is 
that his term and tenure of office shall be like 
that of the heads of the other executive depart- 
ments, yet he was immediately made a member 
of the Cabinet. 

A recent examination of all the legislation 
of Congress, from 1878 to date, failed to reveal, 
if the writer remembers correctly, more than 
one place where the Cabinet was mentioned by 
name. In the Salary Increase act of Feb. 28, 
1907, (34 St. at Large 903,) it was provided 
that the salary of ‘‘ heads of executive depart. 
ments who are members of the President's 


Cabinet,’’ shall be $12.900, This is certainly 
surplusage at the present time, since every 
head of an executive department is a Cabinet 
member, 

It would seem, then, that the President may, 
if he chooses, invite the Vice President or, for 
that matter, any private citizen, to become a 
member of his Cabinet, for the Cabinet to-day 
is extra-legal, having no official standing 
either before Congress or the courts,

MEN AND ARTILLERY 


Successes of Revolutionists at 
Tabriz Alarm Persian Ruler’s 
Reactionary Advisers. 


COLLECTING — SIGNATURES 


Public Asked to Sign Petitions Asking 
for the Abrogation of the 
Constitution. 


TEHERAN, July 20.—The successes of 
the revolutionaries at.Tabriz, newsof which 
is beginning to reach here, have encour- 
aged the local revolutionary leaders and 
caused apprehensions of renewed disturb- 
ances. Rapid preparations are making 
to concentrate the Shah's forces, and 1,000 
horsemen of the nomadic tribe at Bakhti- 
ar have arrived on the outskirts of the 
city. Quarters are being prepared for 
them in the vicinity of the Shah's Palace, 
which is becoming rapidly transformed 
into a fortress. Guns have been mounted 
on the walls sweeping the city in all di- 
rections. 

A strong party led by Amir Begatur, 
which now has the upper hand, hag in- 
fluenced the Shah against the re-estab- 
lishment of representative institutions. 
The reactionaries are actively at werk 
among the populace collecting signatures 
to petitions asking the Shah to abrogate 
the Constitution, and a memorial to the 
same effect is being prepared for presen- 
tation to Great Britain and Russia. 


ST. PETERSBURG, July 20.—A dispatch 
received by the Novoe Vremya from 
Tabriz, by courier post to Julfa, affirms 
that the Shah’s cause in Northern Persia - 
is lost. The artillery, rifles, and ammuni- 
tion abandoned by Rachin Khan, who was 
Commander in Chief of the troops, during 
his flight from Tabriz to the suburban 
plantations, passed into the hands of the 
revolutionists, who are now in full pos- 
session of the city.

'ROJESTVENSKY JS DEAD, 


Russian Admiral Who Commanded III- 
Fated Baltic Fleet—Hig Career. 


BAD NAUHEIM, Germany,. July 20.— 
Vice Admiral Rojestvensky, who com- 
manded the ill-fated Russian fleet which 
was annihilated by the Japanese in the 
Sea of Japan in May, 1905, died here last 
night from heart trouble. 

It is believed that the heart affection 
resulted from injuries received by Ad- 
miral Rojestvensky in the battle of the 
Sea of Japan. 


| 


Zinovi Petrovitch Rojestvensky, “ The 
Silent Admiral,” as his men called him, 
was born near Moscow Novy. 11, 1848, and 
after a brief theoretical training as a@ 
naval officer in the Russian schools, blos- 
somed out suddenly as a hero. P Sa uncom- 
mon feats of bravery in the 8s0- - 
ish war of 1877-8 he won the St. George’s 
Cross. Later he served in the Black and 
Baltic Seas, gaining high reputation as a 
seaman. 

He was promoted Commander in 1885, 
and appointed Naval Attaché to the Rus- 
sian Embassy in England. The next few 
years he spent in close study of the or- 
genteation and equipment of the British 

avy. 


He was afterward Commander of the 
cruiser Viadimir Monomach and the bate 
tleship Peresviet, and in the Chino-Japa- 
nese war was Alexieff’s second in com- 
mand of 
Far East, so that he was familiar with 
Port Arthur and the Japanese waters, 
where he was destined to meet the trag- 
édy of his life. 

In 1902 he was promoted Rear Admiral, 
made aide de camp of the Czar, and suc- 
ceeded Admiral Avellan as Chief of the 
Naval Headquarters and head of the In- 
telligence Department. In this capacelt: 
he was responsible for the equipment of 
the Baltic fleet. 

The chief event in Rojestvensky’s Mfe 
took place in September, 1904. In com- 
mand of a fleet of fifty vessels, compris- 
ing the flower of the Russian Navy, he 
set sail from Cronstadt for Port Arthur, 
a@ voyage of 17,000 miles. That he was 
severely wounded early in the engagement 
with the Japanese fleet in the Sea of Ja- 
pan and the Russian fleet practically ane 
nihfilated, those of the vessels not sunk 
being added to the victorious Japanese 
squadron, is a part of the history of the 
Russo-Japanese war. The “Silent Ad- 
miral,” a broken man, was captured by 
the Japanese and remained at Sasebo 
prisoner of war until peace was decla 

Only two years ago he was tried by 
court-martial for surrendering his fleet 
to the Japanese, and after ten hours’ de- 
liberation on the part of the court found 
not guilty, on the ground that he was not 
in his full senses when the fleet was sur- 
rendered. Four officers of the torpedo 
boat Bedovi, on which the Admiral was 
when captured, were condemned to death 
by the spyme court. 

Admiral Rojestvensky took a great in- 
terest in the voyage of the American fleet 
to the Pacific, saying it would be valu- 
able in welding the fleet into a homoge- 
neous weapon, and predicting that Ad- 
miral Evans would have no difficulty in 
making the trip successfully.

STRONG DEMAND FOR BONDS 


Money Rates Ease on Heavy Deposits 
—Continent Secures More 
Gold in London. 


The rise in prices in yesterday’s stock 
market session was the most impressive 
witness in the long series of advances 
since the close of the Democratic Con- 
vention at Denver. The volume'of trad- 
ing, in sharp contrast with the dullness 
which has marked business on the Stock 
Exchange so often in the recent past, ap- 
proximated 1,000,000 shares, and the activ- 
ity which this volume of transactions re- 
flects was by no means confined to the 
usual small group of market leaders. As 
a matter of fact, the most extensive gains 
recorded were to be found among the 
usually inactive shares, and trading in 
such stocks was surprisingly heavy. At 
the opening of business the market was 
called upon to absorb realizing sales in 
considerable volume, the closing out of 
commitments of this character coming, 
for the most part apparently, from spec- 
ulators who followed the forward move- 
ment through policy rather than convio- 
tion. The selling was easily taken care 
of, and accumulation of buying orders, 
arising doubtless from the strength of 
prices on Saturday, proved of assist- 
ance. Around the noon hour stocks 
worked off from the morning’s high 
levels, but tentative short sales produced 
nothing but dullness, and later in the day 
a@ general recovery set in upon enlarged 
buying. Final prices were in all instances 
the highest of the day. The strong de- 
mand for bonds, both upon the Stock Ex- 
change itself and over the counters of 
banking houses, was again the chief influ- 
ence underlying the strength’ of stocks, 
finding reflection partioularly in the in- 
quiries for the higher class of investment 
shares. News bearing on politics was 
well received, including, as it did, the va- 
rious items going to show the hollowness 
of the promise to turn over the labor vote 
to the Democratic nominee, while advices 
from the crop country were uniformly 
favorable. Special crop reports by the 
St. Paul and Chicago & Northwestern 
Roads were at one in placing the condition 
of wheat in their respective territory in 
better position than at this time a year 
ago, and from St. Paul came the news 
that cutting of wheat would begin this 
week. The industrial stocks were helped 
by the attitude of employes of steel and 
iron concerns in accepting gracefully re- 
duced wages—an action which in Pitts- 
burg led directly to the re-employment of 
| several thousand men,

Among the topics of conversation early 
last week was the scarcity of stocks in 
the market, and this was taken as @ 
‘broad hint to the bears that it was time 
to look for cover. The principal topic 
yesterday was not the scarcity of stocks, 
but of bears, or possibly their exceeding 
modesty in the face of an advancing mar- 
ket. The sharp qdvance at thesclose on 
Saturday, supplemented by continued 
strength yesterday, either converted 
those who are tentatively bearish or so 
belittled their opinions that they were 
afraid to express any more. Brokers said 
that they had any number of customers 
who were not in sympathy with the ad- 
vance, but they were content to watch the 
procession and not try to interfere with 
it. They did not feel that stocks, which 
were to them a sale several points lower, 
are equally a sale at the present time, 
and it is just that knowledge of the 
mental workings of the average specu- 
lator that makes it possible for bull mar- 
kets to be conducted with a fair degree 
of safety, and the same is true when the 
Operations are on the other side of the 
account. The best card in the manipulat- 
or’s pack is the one labeled “ persist- 
ence,”’ according to the old-time traders, 
but when there are good fundamentals, 
such as cheap money and good crop pros- 
pects, its effectiveness is emphasized. 

*,* 
Looking for Explanations. 


One of the partners of one of the old- 
time houses in the financial district, 
which is usually conservative, but is 
never likely to be much misinformed on 
any important movement, said yesterday 
that two or three wecks ago he received 
an intimation that stocks were a pur- 
chase even for the conservative trader. 
He 1s satisfied now that this information 
‘was absolutely correct, but he was a 
little puzzled at the sudden development 
of extreme activity in the market. “I 
have sent to a dozen places to get some 
explanation of the sudden abandonment 
of a steady upward movement,” he said, 
“but I am unable to find any one who 
can give me definite news, and the bulk 
of the opinions which have been ren- 
dered to me are to the effect that ‘ Mr. 
Somebdy or other is bullish.’ I do not 
believe in that kind of bullishness, and I 
shall expect to keep on until I find out 
the real inspiration of present conditions, 
Possibly I shall have to wait for one or 
two million share days, but then accord- 
ing to my theory the culmination of the 
advance would be in sight.” 

*,* 
Influence of Crops. 

Although theoretically it will be the 
end of August before the safety of the 
crops will be assured, the present condi- 
tion is such that every bullish trader in 
the market accepts that as one of the 
real influences for higher prices at the 
present time. It is assumed that suffi- 
clent progress has been made so that the 
danger to crops has been minimized. Crop 
scares are always possible, but it is well 
to remember that they are usually worked 
up for the benefit of the grain market 
rather than the stock market. If, how- 
ever, a condition should arise where it 
was deemed advisable to check a too- 
rapid advance in the stock market, noth- 
ing would do it more easily than bad 
news from the crop country which found 
a reflection in the grain market. The bulk 
of the crop news coming to hand at the 
moment is distinctly favorable, however. 

*,* 
Buying Small Lots of Bonds. 


There is a customer in one of the 
brokerage offices in the financial district 
who carries probably $500,000 worth of 
bonds and buys all his investment securi- 
ties through his broker. Hé asks for a 
list specifying only that the bonds shall 
be first class as to security and approx- 
imate a 4 per cent. yield. One curious 
fact in connection with his purchases, 
however, is that, of all the bonds he 
possesses, it is doubtful if he owns more 
than $25,000 of any particular issue. For 
instance, if he should have $50,000 to in- 
vest he may buy five lots of $10,000 each 
of different bonds, or he may even take 
five bonds of one kind, but in any event 
he takes only a small part of any par- 
tioular issue. When his estate comes to 
be settled up, his executors will find a 
very extended list of securities in very 
small lots.

Is the Public Interested?

OPPOSES ADVANCE 
IN FREIGHT RATES 


Chalrman Fink of the Norfolk & 
Western Also Against a 
Wage Reduction. 


NOT THE TIME FOR EITHER 


Thinks That a Readjustment of Rates 
WIIl Be Necessary Onoe Busl- 
Iness Has Revived. 


Chairman Henry Fink of the Norfolk & 
Western Railroad, in denying yesterday 
& report that the road was making an 
effort to have its men accept a reduction 
in wages, placed himself on record as 
opposed at this time either to a reduo- 
tion in wages or an advance in freight 
rates. Even to advance a proposal in 
either of these directions was inoppor- 
tune, he thought. Mr. Fink was known as 
an opponent of a rate increase. He gave 
yesterday some of his reasons for taking 
this view. 

“This is not the time for a reduction 
in wages,’”’ Mr. Fink said. “It may come 
Neither is this the 
time for an increase in freight rates. It 
is all very well to argue with shippers 
that they will be asked to pay only a 
tenth of a cent more on some rates. They 
know that their freight bills will be larger, 


ond that is not pleasant at a time like 
this. 

“As a matter of fact, a horizontal ad- 
vance in freight rates is an impossibility 
now or at any other time. It is an im- 
possibility because it involves raising the 
rates on some things which would not 
stand the higher rate. At the same time 
the railroads in this country do not re- 
ceive compensation commensurate with 
the services performed and rates might 
well be put up when business revives, but 
{t cannot be @ horizontal increase. There 
could be an adjustment of rates, how- 
ever, and also reclassification of some 
articles. 

“But the railroads may be trusted not 
to put into effect any rates which will 
injure business. They would be injuring 
themselves. I am amused at the sugges- 
tion advanced by some shippers that rail- 
road men in proposing freight rate ad- 
vances have been playing politics. To me 
this seems as poor politics as could be 
played. Railroad men are not politicians; 
not now at all events. In the old da 
some raflroad Presidents were pretty 
good politicians, but not to-day. Rallroad 
men now have no political influence, nor 
have they talents in the direction of 
politics. 

“The railroads have been suffering from 
too much legislation, and just at a time 
when public sentiment was showing 
signs here, there, and everywhere of a 
friendlier attitude toward the rallroads 
opposition is aroused by a wrepenel for a 
general increase in rates. What better 
argument would the demagogue want in 
support of the contention that the rail- 
roads were oppressing the people than an 
advance in freight rates just at this time 
when business conditions are what they 
are? We ought not to try to Ancrease 
freight rates with a brass band.”

COTTON EXCHANGE INQUIRY.

Sitting in his little tailor shop on the 
ground floor of the flathouse at 2,363

“JT am 82,” said he, gloomily. ‘I have 
always said that when a man gets to be 
80, if he is not on his feet he has nothing 
to live for. It was my life and my future, 
~I can never save that much again.”’ 

A customer entered. The tailor looked 
at him apathetically. After bickering 
the customer had got a promise from 
Cohen to do work for $1.10 for which

STRAM PIPE BURSTS 
ABOARD KEARSARGE 


Five Men Are Hurt, but None, It 
Is Said, Seriously — Ship 
Wili Not Be Delayed. 


PIPE 7 INCHES IN DIAMETER 


—— 


Sperry’s Fleet with All Ships in Place 
Will Sail from Honolulu 
To-morrow. 


HONOLULU, July 20.—By the bursting 
of a steam pipe of the forward starboard 
boiler of the battleship Kearsarge of the 
Atlantic fleet five of the fire room crew 
were injured. The accident occurred late 
Saturday, but the news did not become 
generally known until this morning, the 
Kearsarge being anchored in the harbor 
some distance from thg shore. 

The names of the worst injured are 
Wlison, a water tender; Watson, second- 
class fireman, and Pomplum, a coal 
passer. These men are in the sick bay of 
the ship, but their injuries are now de- 
elared to be superficial, and, with the 
possible exception of Wilson, none will 
bear scars of their burns. 

The burst steam pipe connected the for- 
ward starboard boiler with the dynamos. 
Jt was seven inches in diameter. 

“It burst directly under the ventilating 
shaft, and rent the upper side, thus per- 
mitting the steam to escape through the 
ventilator. 

In order to make repairs it was neces- 
gary to draw all the fires and allow every- 
thing to cool. The steam plant was dis- 
abled for nine hours. 

The accident to the Kearsarge will not 
interfere with her sailing with the fleet 
on Wednesday. Repairs are now being 
made and will be a y=! in time to 
allow her to go with the others. 

Boat races, tasket ball, and other sports 
to-day, and to-night a gala performance 
of the old comic opera ‘The Mascot, 
arranged by the society women of Hono- 
lulu, were the chief features in the day’s 
entertainment of the officers and men of 
the Atlantic fleet. Rear Admiral Sperry

from Gordon.—H. I. D.”’ : 

Hogardt has passed his vacation for the 
last six Summers at the home of a rela- 
tive in East Poestenkill. It was there he 
met Hazel Drew, who was then stopping 
with a family named Blye about a mile 
from where he was staying. q 

‘Hazel was a nice, quiet, refined girl,” 
he said to-day. ‘I met her with some 
other young people at the Post Office one 


day. 

District Attorney O’Brien said to-day 
that Hazel was acquainted with a young 
man in that vicinity whose name is Gor- 
don Hull. A postal card found in the 
girl’s trunk is postmarked Averill Park 
and ts signed ‘“ Gordon Hull.” 

Speaking of the girl's correspondence, 
District Attorney O’Brien said: “I have 
not made it public because I have been 
unable as yet to find ones in it of an 
incriminating nature. It looks to me all 
innocent, but I may be mistaken. I am 
investigating every scrap of paper, but 
until I learn more than I now Enow of 
these writers I do not intend to make the 
contents known.” 

District Attorney O’Brien also said that 
his officers were still searching for facts 
upon which some definite action can be 
based. “It would be useless, it seems to 
me,” he said, “to have an inquest until 
we have some positive facts.” 

The police made a second. visit te the 
home of Prof. Cary, where Hagel was 
last employed, in the ope that something 
might be found to aid in the unraveling 
of the mystery. Refuse that had been 
cast aside and was ready. to be burned 
was carefully sifted. Scraps of lett 
were found, and a postal card that 
been torn in two was obtained.

He declared further than he was not ac- 
quainted with the Drew = or any wo- 
man in Troy, and had no idea how a pas- 
tal card bearing his name came into her 
possession.
